A 
false step, a stagger and a final plunge 
told the story ot the horse's cijrop of fif- 
teen feet into the water below.

Singular Climatic Effects. \ 


Says th£ Denver (OoL) Great 


i is a singular fact that almost every- 


bodyjloseS flesh on coming here from 
tne .Last. The average loss in weight 
sustained is about one-eighth. Fornn- 
stance, inl the course of two or thtee 
months a 200-pound man loses twenty- 
live pounds and becomes a 175-pounder. 
This is due to the high altitude of Den- 
ver—a mfle above the sea to the. dry and 
light atmosphere, to the scarcity of vegj- 
tataon and the comparative abundance 
of oxygen J which consumes the tissues 
and raxes the vital functions to a greater 
extent than on lower altitudes, Higher 
up it jis much worse than here. AtLead- 
vule, for instance, which is two miles 
above the laea level, the diminution in 
weight does not generally fall short of a 
sixth or seventh, and it takes place 
much more rapidly than here. In that 
high altitude, too, lung diseases, such as 
pneumonia, very frequently set in, and 
they prove fatal in about 30 per cent of 
the cases attacked. But very iew dogs, 
except hounds, can live in Leadville, 
and no cats survive there. In Denver, 
however, we have a multitude of both

Indi- 
viduals there are, and always will be, 
who will suffer for their moral or intel- 
lectual independence; but the communi7 
ties will be what circumstan<es make 
them. This, again, I want to set in 
clear light: that we are, as I a com- 
munity, deficient, in spite of all our na- 
tional wealth, and unnecessarily (deficient, 
in the best part of independence—the 
power to enjoy our lives. In this re- 
spect we are behind our friends in 
Prance, with their 2,000,000 <j»f people 
living upon then: incomes. 


These 2,000,000 of people are not, for 


the most part| either idle, or frivolous, 
or wealthy people. Many of them live 
'in the cities, but more of them are quiet 
people, living on their modest proper- 
ties in the country, and enjoying their 
competence in a rational way—enjoying 
friendships, social pleasures, family al- 
fections, and all the kindly ob servauces 
of home hie in a way that we have little 
idea of—in a way that the tourist in 
Paris sees nothing of. We have much 
to learn from the French, and among 
the things that we have to learn are 
some that may surprise us. ' One of 
these things is the comfort, the unity, 
and the permanence of Fiench homes. 
The French home and family, their hap- 
pineas, their unity, their permanence, 
these have beeu developed by bhe com- 
bined industry, thrift, and domastieseu- 
timentt 01 the most intelligent people in 
Europe, and especially by its great mid- 
dle class. We have the significant tes- 
timony of Prince Bismarck "ithat the 
French nation has a social solidity such 
as no other nation of Europe |enjoys." 
And Mr. Matthew Arnold, from whose 
" Mixed Essays" I quote, adds1: " This 
can only come irom the broad) basis ot 
well-being, and of cause for satisfaction 
with life, which in France, more than in 
other countries, exists." If we had 
2,000,000 ot people, or 1,000,000, wllp 
were enjoying a competence, earned <|>r 
inherited, can it be doubted that we 
should be a happier people, and a bet- 
ter one, than we are? France and thje 
United States have this important feal r 
ure in common—in each country near! y 
one-half of the people h've directly I y 
agriculture; but our country hojn.es and 
iamih'es have not attained the conifo -t 
or the permanence of theirs.—T. M. 
Coan, in Harper's ^Magazine.

After the Franco-Prussian war, a law

of at least $250 per annum. The lav 
also rules that she must be commc il 
faut, that is, of respectable birth and 
virtuous conduct. This law was sug- 
gested by the large number of officers' 
wives, widowed in the war, and left 
without either money or education to 
provide for their children. 


Americans condemn, justly, the mer- 


cenary marriages common in1 France, 
and a universal rule that a girl is un- 
marriageable without a dot. The poor- 
est peasant's daughter knows ihat she 
must have her little sum laid by, before 
she can wed, and her plenishing of bed- 
ding, linen, etc., with which to begin 
her humble housekeeping. 


Marriage, says the American, should 


be wholly a matter of feeling. He holds 
a man unworthy ot a good womaju's love 
who is riot w illiug to tajke her for herself 
alone, without a penny of dower; 


This is very frenerdus and magnan- 


imous for the husband, but is it the best 
way ior the gul, or the girl's father to 
look at the matter ? The French iather, 
Ifnowiug that his daughter's dower must 
be furnished, as -nell as money for hit> 
son's stait in lik, is forced to practice 
and teach his children thriit. * 


There is no nationals habitually econ- 


omical as the French.

saving, and the Imbit, smd piiudence 
thus taught her are a solid capital, bet- 
ter thau money, \uth which toj begin 
married life.

Will Education Yield Subsistence? 
An education, yes; bat what sort of 


an education? A bricklayer's education, 
an artisan's, a farmer's, would, indeed, 
help him to earn a living. A college 
education would give him a social ad- 
vantage, but it would not, in itself, in- 
crease his chance of earning a living; it 
would rather diminish it. For, as was 


.ted out in an interesting paper 
ly published in this magazine, our 


colleges do not, like the French and 
German universities, instruct a young 
man in the bread-winning pursuits ; the 
American colleges are, on the contrary, 
institutions I for general culture. I do 
no! take up the question here of the 
amount and value of the culture they 
supply. The point for us to note is that 
the educated young American who has 
not a special education as a bread-win- 
ner is worse1 off, as to his money pros- 
pects, than the young American who has 
no college education at all. Dig he can- 
not, and to beg he is ashamed. Two of 
the professions at least are fatally over- 
crowded. The United States, with a 
population not greatly larger than that 
of 
i the German empire, graduates every 


ye|r five times as many physicians; for 
thd German I empire limits the number 
of its doctors, and we do not limit that of 
oui B. Very'many of our physicians not 
onjy wait years for practice, but never 
get into practice at all. It is much the 
sane with the profession of law. In 
boih professions there are prizes for a 
few, and failures, more or less com- 
plete, for the many. The engineer- 
ing, 
mining, 
and other 
scientific 


professions 
i offer a somewhat better 


chance, and public life, almost neglected 
as ii profession, will attract a better class 
of lyoung men from year to year. But 
upo*n none of these, save in favored and 
exceptional cases, as where a son suc- 
ceeds to his father's practice, can a 
young man depend for a fortune, or even 
for'immediate support. They, too, offer 
a certain social dignity. But as a rule 
it is the laborer, artisan, or tradesman 
that has the better chance of supporting 
himself; it is the educated man that 
has, more frequently, to wait before he 
ca4 pay his way. If, therefore, we edu- 
cate our sons, it is all the better reason 
why we should provide, not indeed for 
their independence, but some aid during 
the) years which they are likely to spend 
in waiting before they can achieve their 
position. 


It is to be remembered, too, that 


these years of waiting may become, with 
such aid, years of scholarly or scientific 
accomplishment, if not of money- 
making ; years of strengthened prepara- 
tion; years that might introduce and 
brighten a career,/ instead of wasted 
years that cloud or spoil it.—T. M. 
Coan, in Harper's Magazine.

How Teas Are Adulterated. 


It is pretty generally knpwn that the 


orthodox teas prepared in the East for 
American and European consumption 
are adulterated, but comparatively few 
people are aware of the extent to which 
this adulteration is carried on, or what 
substances are used. M. Hussen, a 
French chemist of note, has made a 
thorough investigation of the subject, 
and the result of his researches has been 
laid before the Academy of Sciences. 
He finds that Prussian blue, indigo and 
gypsum, in small quantities, are the 
principal ingredients employed to im- 
part the " face," or "bloom," to teas, 
and that in the proportions used they 
are very innocuous. This.adulteration 
takes place where the plants are raised; 
but more extensive adulteration is sub- 
sequently indulged in by the Europeans, 
who, with their superior knowledge, 
have surpassed the Asiatics in their 
fraud by the use of still more dangerous 
dnjgs, such as chromate of lead and ar- 
senicate of copper, besides making use 
of comparatively innocuous substances, 
such as sulphate of iron, stearite, car- 
bonates of lime and magnesia. The 
Chinese have become most expert in 
manipulating green teas, which they 
color with a few simple substances, some 
of them poisonous—for example, plum- 
bago, Prussian blue, curcuma and kao- 
lin. With or without the true leaf of 
the shrub, they can produce a tea of any 
desired tint. In order to give the in- 
ferior or false leaf the aroma of the tea, 
the Celestials mix a quantity of it with 
certain flowers, especially a species of 
olive. In short, according to M. Hus- 
sen, no injurious proceeding is omitted 
hi the Celestial empire to pahn^n the 
outer barbarian inferior or false teas. 
In the leading tea-growing districts the 
Government has a corps of inspectors 
who are required to see that the goods 
are dispatched in a pure state. The 
precaution, however, avails little—for at 
the shipping ports there is no attempt to 
prevent the merchants, or brokers, from 
commencing their fraudulent practices, 
which they carry on to their heart's 
content. In spite of their knowledge of 
the extent to which this adulteration is 
carried on, we presume our people will 
continue to drink of the cup which is 
said to cheer without stealing away a 
person's brains.

frequent syringingjand boring out with 
a twisted towel or handkerchief, not to 
mention hair-pins,; bodkins and other 
metallic instruments. In his opinion, 
one should never' put anything in the 
ear smaller than |the Bttle finger, al- 
though one writer said put nothing 
smaller than the elbow. The avoidance 
of many ear troubles was to be assured 
by taking care not to duck the head in 
cold water, or to syringe the deeper part 
without the order of a physician, or in- 
troduce any body which 'can push the 
wax lower down in the drum. 


BUBNS.—The best! application for 
{a 


burn is a liniment made of lime water 
and oil, beaten together until it Jocks 
like butter melted to dress vegetables 
for the table. It 'matters not whether 
common lime or the chloride of lime is 
used, and either sweet or unseed oil will 
answer. Wrap the burned part in fine 
linen covered with this mixture, and 
cover thickly on the outside with raW 
cotton to exclude the air. Open it but 
once in twenty-four hours, and then 
carefully soak off the rag with lime water 
and oil, so as not' to injure the tender 
skin that may be forming on the wound. 
Bathe well with the hniment, and put 
on a^lean dressing of rags wet with the 
hniment, and cover with cotton as at 
first. Where lime cannot be had, the 
next best dressing we know^of is soot 
mixed with lard, well melted and strained 
to get out the particles of soot. In this 
case you may first use strong alum water 
to assuage the pain, and then put on a 
plaster of the above. In any case, over 
the rags put raw cotton, to exclude the 
air and keep the part from being rubbed. 


Indians Shopping.

In her book on Mamt< b i, Misp Fitz- 


gibbon says: " I watched some Indians 
shopping, and was astonished to s^e how 
invariably they waived aside inferior 
goods and chose such materials as mer- 
inos at $1.50 to $2 (17s 6d to 10s) a yard. 
One of the merchants told mo it was 
useless to offer them anything but the 
best. An Indian, who could not speak 
English or French, and wanted^five 
things, divided his money according to 
hia idea of their relative cost in little 
piles on the counter, and, going through 
a pantomime descriptive of his wants, 
was handed first some silk handker- 
•yhiefs. Taking one up he felt it, held 
it up to the light, and, throwing it aside, 
shook his head vigorously, uttering an 
"Ugh!" of disgust. 
When shown a 


better one, he was doubttul; but, upon 
a much superior article being produced, 
he took it, and willingly handed over 
one/pile for it. This, however, was too 
much, and when given the change he 
put it on one of the other piles, and pro- 
ceeded in the same way to make the 
rest of his purchases. ' How easily they 
could be cheated,' I said to the clerk, 
after the Indian had left. ' No,' he re- 
plied, 'not so easily as would appear.' 
They generally come in from their 
camps in great numbers once a year, to 
sell furs and make purchases. They go 
to different shops, and on then return 
compare notes as to the cost and quality 
of their goods. 
Then, if one has paid 


more than another, or has been cheated 
in quality, he will never enter the shop 
again; and the firm that gives the great- 
est bargains is most patronized on their
